To Supreme Ct.

Forty-six students from the two 
commercial law classes visited the 
Supreme Court Building at 60 Centre 
Avenue, Manhattan, Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 24. They were accompanied 
by Mr. Logan. 

As court procedures were observed, 
the students learned the difference 
between civil courts and criminal 
courts. 

They also viewed the proceedings 
of an actual trial by jury. The case 
involved a suit for damages as a 
result of an accident in which a child 
had fallen on a steel doll house with¬ 
out a roof and was hurt by the jagged 
edge. Following the dismissal of the 
jury and postponement of the case 
until the next day, the students re¬ 
ceived a most cordial welcome from 
Judge Greenberg, who took the time 
to explain the issues of law to them. 

Most of the pupils remained at the 
court from 9:00 A.M. until 2:15 P.M. 
Others remained longer. Later on in 
the afternoon, some pupils were ex¬ 
cused in order that they might visit 
the Criminal Courts Building, which 
is located two blocks away from the 
Supreme Court, at 100 Centre Avenue. 
This was unsupervised. 

According to Mr. Logan, the trip 
benefited the pupils in that it enabled 
them to understand that the legal 
principles which they learn in school 
are the basis of lawsuits. Also, the 
students had the opportunity of real¬ 
izing the fact that it costs nothing 
to have the experience of visiting 
a courtroom.

Maybe it would be helpful 
for you if you answered the following 
questions: Will you be able to maintain a 
job and at the same time do your school- 
work diligently ? Will you be willing to re¬ 
linquish extracurricular activities and rush 
to work everyday? Will you be able to re¬ 
main physically and mentally healthy? If 
you have answered these questions in the 
affirmative, it is very possible that you will 
be successfully employed part-time. 

You may have decided to work, but 
what jobs are available? Selling positions 
and office work, depending on experience 
and willingness to work, are some of the 
jobs available. 

If you have decided to obtain part-time 
employment, try not to be discouraged if 
at first you do not succeed. If you are 
fortunate to obtain a part-time job, good 
luck!

Zero’s Fiddler 
Just Splendid

Harold Prince’s new musical Fid¬ 
dler On The Roof is a spellbinding, 
glorious recreation of the wonderful 
world of Sholem Aleichem. But if 
Fiddler On The Roof has been bril¬ 
liantly conceived, it is the acting 
genius of the magnificent Zero Mostel 
(A Funny Thing Happened On The 
Way To The Forum) as Tevye which 
brings the work to life. 

The action takes place in Anatevka, 
a poor peasant town in Tsarist Russia, 
populated largely by hard-working 
Jewish families. The play focuses on 
Tevye, a dairyman, who has raised 
his five daughters with the aid of 
quotations from the Scriptures, most 
of which he invents himself.

Mr. Rob¬ 
bins has staged a number of exciting 
dances. “To Life” and “Tevye’s 
Dream” are among the many dances 
which display the choreographer’s 
skill. 

Jerry Bock and Sheldon Harnick, 
lyricist-composer, have scored a tri¬ 
umph with their vibrant and moving 
songs. Surely, “Do You Love Me?,” 
“Tradition,” and “If I Were A Rich 
Man” will be included in Broadway’s 
treasure box of favorite songs.
